Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Whiston  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1957. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has  re¬ 
mained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  11.7  per  thousand  compared  with 
the  rate  of  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  20.4  continues  to  be  higher  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  16.1. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  30  per  thousand  live  births  com¬ 
pared  with  37  for  the  previous  year. 

There  was  no  maternal  death  notified  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year.  There  were  1,638  compared  with  1,005 
during  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was  largely  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  Measles. 

During  the  year  60  cases  of  Respiratory  and  5  cases  of  Non-Res- 
piratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  49  cases  of  Res¬ 
piratory  and  8  cases  of  Non-Respiratory  during  1956.  There  were 
5  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  a  number  identical  with 
the  previous  year.  The  continued  influx  of  Tuberculosis  patients 
being  transferred  into  the  new  Estates  at  Kirkby  has  been  kept  under 
constant  review  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated  case  rate 
per  thousand  for  this  Parish  was  25.  37  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  making  an  estimated  rate  of 
1.08  per  thousand  population  compared  with  .65  for  England  and 
Wales.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  rehousing  in  Kirkby  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  cases  in  modern  homes  and  in  less  crowded  circumstances  is 
bound  eventually  to  have  an  advantageous  effect  on  the  overall 
incidence  of  the  disease. 

During  the  year,  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified 
in  the  Rural  District. 

There  were  2  cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified. 

During  the  year  37  houses  were  demolished  and  10  houses  were 

closed. 
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The  housing  estates  at  Kirkby  consisting  of  Southdene,  Westvale 
and  Northwood  continued  to  expand  during  the  year.  The  rapid 
increase  of  this  new  Township  created  increasing  staff  difficulties 
for  the  Department  and  has  added  much  additional  work  to  the 
Public  Health  staff. 

The  Department  has  suffered  a  grievous  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr. 
W.  H.  Bone,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  died  on  the  2nd 
January,  1958.

Social  conditions,  including  the  chief  industries  carried  on  in  the  area  : — 
The  chief  industries  are  agriculture,  coal  mining,  brass  founding  and  stove 
making.  There  is  one  chemical  works  in  Halewood  where  most  of  the 
employees  live  outside  the  district.  Several  new  industries  have  been 
established  in  the  Parish  of  Kirkby  including  Messrs.  I.C.I.  (Metals 
Division),  Kraft  Food  Products,  A.  C.  Delco  Division  of  General  Motors 
Limited  and  Otis  Elevator  Company  Limited.  These  industries,  together 
with  others  established  on  the  Kirkby  Trading  Estate  draw  a  percentage 
of  their  employees  from  outside  the  District. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply  : — 

Liverpool  Corporation,  St.  Helens  Corporation  and  Widnes  Corporation 
are  the  supplying  authorities  for  the  area.  The  sources  of  supply  are  upland 
surface  water  and  deep  wells.  No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been  acquired 
during  the  year. 


Supplies  to  Houses  : — 
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The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satis¬ 
factory.  In  the  Parishes  of  Bold  and  Knowsley  there  has  been  a  considerable 
amount  of  suspended  matter  and  this  has  been  taken  up  with  the  statutory 
undertakers.

Cronton.  The  drainage  arrangements  in  this  Parish  are  unsatisfactory. 
There  is  one  small  sewage  disposal  works  which  in  the  near  future  will  be 
serving  approx.  80  premises.  The  bulk  of  the  property  is  drained  into 
septic  tanks  and  in  consequence  ditches  in  the  Parish  are  polluted. 

Eccleston.  Part  of  the  Parish  is  sewered  into  the  Corporation  of  St. 
Helens  sewers  and  part  into  the  sewage  works  at  Tarbock. 

Hale.  Part  of  the  Parish  is  sewered  and  drained  to  sedimentation  tanks. 
This  scheme  is  unsatisfactory.  Many  houses  have  their  own  septic  tanks 
and  these  arrangements  are  unsatisfactory. 

Hale  wood.  The  larger  portion  of  the  property  in  the  built  up  area  is 
drained  to  sewage  works,  sedimentation  and  filtration,  other  properties 
to  septic  tanks. 

Kirkby.  Liverpool  Corporation  have  erected  a  large  number  of  houses  in 
the  Parish,  and  these  drain  into  the  sewers  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation, 
whilst  houses  erected  during  the  war  for  employees  of  the  Royal  Ordnance 
Factory  are  drained  to  other  sewage  works — sedimentation  and  filtration 
— others  to  septic  tanks  and  cesspools. 

Knowsley.  Some  of  the  property  in  this  Parish  is  drained  to  Liverpool 
Corporation  sewers,  whilst  one  estate  comprising  496  houses  is  connected 
to  a  sewage  works — sedimentation  and  filtration — outlying  properties  to 
septic  tanks  or  cesspools.  Improved  drainage  scheme  in  process  of  con¬ 
struction  which  will  cover  a  large  part  of  the  “Village”  property. 

Rainhill.  New  sewage  scheme  just  completed — sedimentation  and 
filtration. 

Tarbock.  This  is  a  Rural  Parish  sparsely  populated.  No  sewage  works. 
Principally  cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

Whiston.  The  Sewage  works  in  the  Parish  of  Whiston  were  abandoned 
and  the  sewage  is  now  disposed  of  and  treated  at  the  Huyton-with-Roby 
Urban  District  Council’s  works  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Tarbock. 

Windle.  Mostly  into  St.  Helens  Corporation  sewers.  Outlying  areas  to 
septic  tanks  and  cesspools. 

The  Parish  of  Tarbock  and  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Cronton  and  Knows¬ 
ley  are  without  proper  drainage  systems  due  to  these  areas  being  rural  and  the 
houses  dispersed  over  a  wide  area.

Bold.  The  major  portion  of  the  houses  are  of  the  working  class  type,  the 
principal  owners  being  the  National  Coal  Board  and  the  Council.  This 
property  is  in  good  condition  and  well  maintained.  There  is  also  a  fair 
number  of  agricultural  properties  in  the  Parish,  which  are  generally  in  good 
condition. 

Cronton.  In  this  Parish  the  houses  are  principally  of  the  working  class  type. 
Generally,  the  property  is  of  the  smaller  type  ;  a  number  of  the  older  houses 
are  sub -standard. 

Eccleston.  The  houses  in  this  Parish  are  mainly  of  the  residential  type  and  are 
well  maintained.  There  is  also  a  fair  number  of  houses  of  the  working  class 
type,  a  few  of  which  are  sub-standard  and  of  considerable  age.  The  agricul¬ 
tural  houses  are  well  maintained. 

Hale.  Houses  in  this  Parish  are  generally  of  the  residential  type  and  are  well 
maintained.  The  older  types  are  small  and  are  in  a  few  cases  sub -standard. 

Halewood.  Most  of  the  houses  in  this  Parish  are  modern,  and  of  the  residential 
type.  There  is  also  a  considerable  number  of  farm  houses  and  agricultural 
cottages.  Most  of  the  cottages  are  openly  situated. 

Kirkby.  Properties  are  of  the  detached  and  semi-detached  types  with  a  fair- 
number  of  agricultural  houses  and  cottages.  Dampness  is  the  chief  defect 
in  the  older  types.  Liverpool  Corporation  have  erected  a  large  number  of 

houses  in  this  Parish. 

• 

Knowsley.  The  older  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Knowsley  are  of  the  detached  or 
semi-detached  type  and  many  are  occupied  by  estate  workers.  These  houses 
are  generally  well  maintained.  A  large  number  of  houses  have  been  erected 
in  this  Parish  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation.  In  1941  the  Ministry  of  Air¬ 
craft  Production  erected  496  temporary  bungalows  in  the  Parish  to  house 
workers  employed  in  war  production  factories  and  these  have  required  con¬ 
siderable  maintenance. 

Rainhill.  There  is  a  considerable  difference  in  the  types  of  houses  in  this 
Parish,  a  large  number  of  the  houses  being  of  the  working  class  type.  Of  the 
old  houses,  dampness  is  prevalent  and  many  are  sub-standard.  A  fair 
number  of  new  hoiises  have  recently  been  built  in  this  Parish. 

Tarbock.  There  is  only  a  small  number  of  modern  houses  in  this  Parish,  the 
houses  generally  being  farm  houses  and  agricultural  cottages.  Many  of  the 
cottages  are  old,  but  reasonably  well  maintained. 
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Whiston.  The  houses  in  Whiston  are  almost  all  of  the  working  class  type. 
A  portion  of  the  older  property  is  of  poor  type.  The  modern  property  is 
reasonably  well  maintained.  A  large  number  of  Council  houses  have  recently 
been  built  in  this  Parish. 

Windle.  In  Windle,  houses  are  mainly  of  the  detached  or  semi-detached  type 
with  a  number  of  farm  houses.  These  are  well  maintained.

A  summons  was  issued  against  the  owner  of  a  mobile  fish  and  chip 
shop  trading  in  Kirkby  for  contravention  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula¬ 
tions,  1955  and  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1951.  The  case  was  heard  on  the  4th  October,  1957  and  he  was  found 
guilty  on  five  counts  and  fined  a  total  of  £10.
